GEN. MAGRUDER’S LECTURE. 


Maximillian, Carletta, and Mexico. 

A large auctence was presént at Weisiger Hall 
last evening to hear the lecture of Gen. Magruder 
on “Maximilian, Cariotia, end Mexico.” The 
General is a very pleasing and entertaining lec- 
turer. Possessing a fine, portly appearance, 
pleaeant manner, together with an agreeable 
voice and distinct articulation, he at once tnter- 
ests his audience both in himself and his subject, 
and carries his hearers with him to the end of 
a well-told narrative. 

He was introduced by Gen. Uhiltom, and com- 
menced by paying a handsome compliment to 
Kentacky ahd’ iss people, anéd remarked oa the 
changes which had takea. place since he last vis- 
ated the State. He stated that his lecture was, in 
‘the main, intended as an effort to repair many of 
the injuries done the name of the Emperor Maxi- 
milfan by nflsreprese ntations in this country. He 
reviewed briefly the causes which Jed to the Inva- 
sion of Mexico by the French; also, the objects of 
Nepoleon in seeking to establish an Empire 
there. He denied that Maximilian was the crea- 
ture of France, or was dependent for his position 
upon apy forgign power, He was elect- 
ed by the people of . Mexico them- 
selves, having refused ji@ accept the crown on 
any other condttione. 

Then followed an feteresting history of the 
previous fife of Maximiliian, and a descris- 
tion of his home, from the contentment and hap- 
piness of which he and his Cariotta were cahed 
away to ihe imasting and unsonght honors of 
Btat>. 


The General thea Commenced at the close of 
oe teen warin the United States when he with 
a number ef his officérs started for Mexico, and 
‘the narrative ran from there, smoothly and un- 
iaterruptedly on to the faji of the Mextean Em- 
pire and the death of Maximilien. After getting

Gep. M. reviewed the cause and effects of the 
famous 34 of October order, and defended Maxi- 
mitfen ‘ghy Gnfest'or farent in the 
matter, stating that ‘ftwas fiily justified by the 
most Inbumam and revejiing outrages on the 
part of the Mexicans, many of which came under 
his Own perséma]) observation, The order was 
signed by the Emperor, however, with the gréeat- 
est rejuctanee. He them hastily reviewed the de- 
clive and fall of the empise; the withdrawal of 
the Freneh troope and the dishonorable desertion 
of the. Emperor by France, Carlotia’s visit to 
France, cold reception by Napoleen, and subse- 
quent insanity.
